EAST OF THE BOOKIES. 


& Family Quarrel Results in a Fatal 
Shooting affray. 


POTVDF.RLY’S ANNUAL ADDRESS. 


Congressm an M cKinley Gives His 
Views on the Causes that Led 
to the R epublican Losses. 


[SPECIAL DISPATCHES TO THS BECORD-rSION.] 


KNIGHTS OF LABOR. 
Grand M aster Powderiy’s Report to the 
Convention. 
D esveb (Co!.), November 11th.— The 
General Assembly of the Knights of Labor 
convened this morning with about 200 dele- 
fate3 present. General Master Workman 
owderly read bis annual address, after 
which the Assembly adjourned until to­ 
morrow. 
A public reception was tendered the dele­ 
gates this afternoon, at which several thou­ 
sand people assembled. 
Powderiy in his annual report touching 
on the economic policy of the Government, 
said, in part: “We have not, as an order, 
adopted a tariff or auii-tariff clause in our 
preamble, and I do not advise such a thing 
now. We should, however, throw open 
the doors of our Assemblies for the dis­ 
cussion of this great problem, so that mem­ 
bers may become educated in the basic 
principles of protection and free trade. I 
recommend that ou aud after the 1st of 
January next it shall be permissible for 
local Assemblies to discuss the question : 
’Which will briDg the greatest good to the 
greatest number, tariff or free trade?’ Thus 
we do not com mitt the order to either 
school, and yet allow our members to take 
up for discussion and agitation that vital 
question.” 
Upon the question of maintaining legis­ 
lative committees Powderiy thought if the 
Assembly decided to maintain them it 
should also decide what measures they 
shall advocate, how far they may go, and 
with whom they may co-operate—so they 
may not be considered the legitimate prey 
of every faction and political parlv. 
Mr. Powderiy dwelt at length upon the 
New York Central strike. He said in part: 
“Individual effort in the direction of amel­ 
iorating the conditions (hat were not easy 
of endurance proved abortive. Public offi­ 
cials were appealed to here and there, but 
nothing ever came of it. The public press, 
from Buffalo to New York, was, with but 
few honorable exceptions, under the in­ 
fluence of the Vanderbilt system. With 
chosen servants of the public traveling on 
pijjses, with editors of papers along the 
road subsidized in the same manner, it be­ 
came impossible for workmen to get the 
public ear or place their grievances before 
the officials of the company without sub­ 
jecting themselves to dismissal.” 
Referring to his correspondenca with 
Master Workman Lee, Powderiy says: 
“Many malicious persons and papers pre­ 
sumed to interpret my language as being 
in favor of a conspiracy to get up a strike 
either during the Presidential year or when 
tbe World’s Fair was in progress. What I 
said was, that if the organization could be 
kept up until the World’s Fair the New 
York Central would be unable to refuse 
any jast concession. Those who saw con­ 
spiracy in that sentence would, if they were 
just, say that no just concession should be 
refussd in any year. I am opposed to 
strikes; my views on the subject are well 
known. But if men are to gain anything 
they must be organized, They must be 
prepared to strike, even though we never 
do it. It we must have strikes, then we 
should prepare for them, and not allow 
every subordinate to rush the order into 
them at a moment’s notice, without prepa­ 
ration. If 1S93 should be the best year to 
gain what is just and right and proper for 
labor, and a flat refusal should be given, 
that would be the best year to strike, and 
not ai a time when no preparation has been 
made. 
“During the New York Central strike we 
had an opportunity to learn who our 
friends were among the newspapers, and 
found that they were exceedingly few. We 
were given quantities of counsel, warning 
and censure. Many papers friendly to us 
did not seem to understand the situation, 
or the necessities of men who worked for 
low wages. We see the editor of a New 
York paper, and the President of the New 
York Central Railroad Company, operat­ 
ing the raising of a fund to feed men and 
women in Ireland, who have beep robbed 
through exactly tbe same diabolical sys­ 
tem that is now beginning to rob the work­ 
men of America. That which is found 
worthy of praise in the Irish workman 
who strikes against injustice is damned in 
his brother in New York when he asks for 
enough to keep his children out of the 
pooruouse. In order to prevent strikes we 
must make every preparation to make 
them successful when entered upon, and 
legislation in that direction must be en­ 
acted at this session, or your incoming 
general omcers must be given to under­ 
stand that under no circumstancs must 
they take part in a strike of any kind.” 
Powderiy advocates equal rights for 
both sexes, acceptance to send delegates to 
the next Farmers’ Alliance Convention, 
and co-operation of the Knight9 of Labor 
with various railroad organizations in the 
work of federation. 


CONGRESSMAN M’KINLEY. 
llte V iew s R egarding the R ecent Repub­ 
lican Losses. 
Chicago, November 11th.—Congressman 
McKinley arrived in Chicago this morning 
and is stopping at bis sister's house, resting 
after his hard campaign. 
He talked freely to an Associated Press 
reporter to-night on the results of the re­ 
cent election and, referring to the new 
tariff law, said in part: “If it had much 
to do with the Republican losses, it is not 
because of the law itself, but because of the 
misunderstanding of its provisions among 
the people. The studious efforts of the 
free traders at home and abroad to mis­ 
represent it, and the alleged marking up of 
prices was the most telling agency of de­ 
ception. The law was less than a month old 
when the election occurred. Its effect could 
not be felt or shown by actual experience. 
Falsehood took the place of fact and im­ 
posed upon credulous people. Goods were 
said to have gone up in prices which have 
been placed on the free list in the new law, 
and many articles, where duties had been 
reduced, were said to have gone up, all be­ 
cause of the new law, 
“Time alone will vindicate or condemn 
the measure. Misrepresentation and de­ 
ception wili no longer avail, now that the 
elections are over. Those who care to know 
the exact provisions of the new law can do 
so by an examination of the law itself, re­ 
moved from partisan prejudice. The peo­ 
ple, in my judgment, will stand by protec-

Children Victim s of M ale and Fem ale 
Swindlers. 
B irv .x g iia m (Ala ). November 11th.—A 
slranger giving his name as William 
Fountaine, and accompanied by a young 
woman whom he introduced as his wife, 
visited ail the public schools in this city 
yesterday and announced that they would 
give a show at Erswell's Hall at 4 o’clock. 
A present was to be given to every scholar 
who attended. Twelve hundred pdid 10 
cents admission, but in the hall they found 
no show and no presents. Fountaine told 
them '.0 pass out the back way and they 
would receive their presents there. They 
refused. Then he went into a dark corner, 
lighted a match and shouted “Fire!” This 
caused a panic and many children were 
trampled under foot and injured, some of 
them fatally. A policeman was sent up to 
arrest the swindlers and found them 
locked in a room. The door was broken 
down and Fountaine and the woman taken 
to prison.

INTERESTING CASE. 
A Sait that Had its Origin in the Days 
of Slavery. 
K ansas C ity, November 11th.—An inter­ 
esting reminder of slavery days is the case 
of Elizabeth Botts against Thomas F. 
Spencer and others, executors of Elijah 
Harvey. 
The case was appealed from Linn county. 
The statements set forth that in 1859 Elijah 
Harvey gave his daughter. Mrs. Botts, a 
negro girl. The girl finally became ungov­ 
ernable and she was put up for sale. Har­ 
vey offered to take back the girl and either 
give his daughter the choice of two other 
slaves or. at or before h¡9 death, pay $000 
for her. The slave was returned upon these 
terms. 
Harvey died in 1887 without having ful­ 
filled his contract. 
The case was taken to the Courts, and 
she was given judgment. The Court of 
Appeals sustained the judgment of the 
lower Court. ____________ 
KILLED ON A RACE-TRACK. 
A Fam ily Affair R esults in a Fatal Shoot­ 
ing Affray. 
C olcm eus (Ga.), November 11th.—There 
was a most sensational tragedy at the race­ 
track here to-day. The grand stand was 
packed with men. women and children. 
After the conclusion of the gentlemen's 
race, T. C. Dawson, of Glennville, Ala., 
one of the contestants, left his sulky and 
went behind the judges’ stand. In a few 
seconds the crowd was startled by the re­ 
port of a pistol and saw Dawson running, 
pursued by three men, who were firing Bt 
him. In á minute Dawson got his gun out 
and began returning shots, but soon fell 
and expired. 
His three assailants were quickly ar­ 
rested. 
They are Dick and Robert Howard, and 
their brother-in-law, James Beckerstaff. 
They were not wounded. The tragedy was 
the outcome of a family quarrel, Dawson 
having married and deserted a sister of the 
Howards. 
Both parties have many friends and there 
is much excitement. The Howard party 
refuse to talk. 
Stone Sues (or D am ages. 
Chicago, November 11th.—Three dam­ 
age suits for $100,009 each were begun in 
the Circuit Court to-day by Albert J. Slone 
against Mrs. Celia Snell and her husband, 
Albert J. Snell. 
For several days the local papers have 
been publishing communications and in­ 
terviews with the defendants in which 
strong insinuations were made that Stone 
was the murderer of his father-in-law, 
millionaire Amos J. Snell. The attorneys 
do not assert that the charges are open, but 
assert that any one reading the articles 
can’t help but conclude that the defendants 
accuse Stone of the crime for which Wm. 
Tascott is supposed to be in hiding. 
South Carolina Railw ay Deal, 
New Y o rk , November 11th.—The Tri­ 
bunes Charleston dispatch says that the 
first move iu a big railway deal looking to 
the consolidation of the South Carolina 
Railway now in the hands of a Receiver, 
and the’ East Shore Company, was made 
public to-day. The former road and con­ 
nections will be operated in the inter*st of 
the latter, and the indications are that the 
Terminal Company will become the owner 
of the South Carolina Railway and the con­ 
nections. It is intimated that the Louis­ 
ville and Nashville is backing up the con­ 
solidation aud looking to Charleston as its 
seaport. 
D ishonest Letter Carriers. 
N ew Y o rk , November 11th.—Through 
the investigation instituted by Chief Post­ 
office Inspector Rathbone, he learned that 
many Postoffice attaches, principally, letter- 
carriers, were in collusion with green goods 
tu n . A rule of the department is that no 
ca.rier shall deliver letters that bear a sus­ 
picious address to places to which they are 
directed. 
The investigation convinced the In­ 
spector that fifteen letter-carriers at least 
were violating the rule. The names of the 
letter-carriers are withheld pending action 
in their cases at Washington. They were 
caught by decoy letters. 
D am ages to the Vesuvius. 
W ash in g to n , November 11th.—Lieuten' 
ant Schroeder, commanding the Vesuvius 
reports the Navy Department to-day from 
Tomkinsville, L. I., that last night a flat caí 
and a tng struck the Vesuvius’ end, twist­ 
ing her stem several inches and dashing 
in two bow plates on each side badly for 
four feet, and bending the frames and two 
diagonals. There was no injury under 
water. The Vesuvius was sent to North 
river to take coal aboard, as the contractors 
refused to deliver it elsewhere. 
D efrauding a Railroad. 
Colum bus (Ohio), November 11th.—A 
conspiracy has been unearthed on the part 
of tbe employes in the General Passenger 
Department ot the Columbus, Hocking 
Valiey and Toledo, to defraud the com­ 
pany by placing bogus passes and editors’ 
books in circulation. 
Two local ticket 
brokers have been arrested. Charles E. 
Rose, formerly Chief Cierk to the General 
Passenger Agent, has made a confession. 
Other arrests will follow. 
Fraternal Congress. 
P ittsb u rg , November 11th—The fourth 
annual session of the National Fraternal 
Congress, comprising nearly all the benefi­ 
cial organizations in the country, began 
here ih¡3 morning. Sixteen societies, with 
a combined membership of 1,100,000. were 
represented. The Convention will be in 
session for several day3. 
Elected Him Just the Same. 
K ansas C ity, November 11th.—In the 
Kunsas Judicial District, which includes 
Berber, Harper and Comanche counties, 
McKay, the Farmers Alliance candidate, 
was elected Judge. McKay has no tech­ 
nical knowledge of the law, has never 
practiced law and never been admitted to 
the bar.

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The Capitel of Honduras in a State 
of Siege. 
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REVOLT IN HONDURAS. 
President Louis Bogran Surrounded by 
R ebels in Tegucigalpa. 
L a L ib e rtad , November 11th.—Several 
dispatches from Honduras say Tegucigalpa 
is in a state of seige. The garrison, it is 
stated, revolted and nuder the leadership 
of General Longino Sanchez, took posses­ 
sion, after hard fighting, of the Capitol 
bnilding and arsenal. Since then street 
skirmishing has been of daily occurrence, 
arid Sanchez and his forces now have 
President Liuis Bogran surrounded in one 
of the wards of the city, aud it is believed 
he will be forced to surrender unless other 
garrisons arrive at tbe scene of the revolt 
within two or three days. 
Several army men have issued pronuncia- 
mentos and are hurrying with their forces 
to aid Sanchez. 
It is believed that the 
revolution will become general and Bogran 
be forced, if not captured, to leave this 
country. 
The garrisons now on the way 
to help him may revolt, as they have not 
been paid for some time and genera! dis­ 
content reigns, which is only kept in check 
by the officers in command. 
It is believed that Barillas will attempt 
to extend aid to his old ally Bogran, and in 
doine so he will precipitate a general war 
in Central America, as it is understood 
that if he takes a hand in the present 
trouble Ezeta will call him to time with 
the full consent of Nicaragua and Costa 
Rica, with whom Salvador will be leagued 
in case of a general international strife. 
Advices from Guatemala say that Min­ 
ister Mizner has been sending long dis­ 
patches to his Government, and it is sur­ 
mised that they treat of the present revolu­ 
tion, which is extending rapidly in all 
parts of Honduras and San Salvador. 
President Ezeta fully confirms the news 
of a revolt by dispatches he has received, 
addiDg details showing that the slaughter 
in taking the State building and arsenal 
was very heavy. Troops are being hurried 
to the relief of Bogran from every quarter 
of the Republic. 
Ezeta will not allow Barillas to interfere 
in the trouble of Honduras. The present 
affair remained for its people alone to solve, 
aud Guatemala must keep aloof. Ezeta ex­ 
presses the hope that the revolution will 
soon be over, and deprecates a general war 
in Central America, which would possibly 
follow if Barillas attempted to interfere in 
the present strife. 
NEWS CONFIRMEO. 
La L ib e rtad (via Galveston), San Salva­ 
dor, November 11th.—On the evening of 
the 9th inst. part of the garrison at Teguci­ 
galpa, Honduras, incited by General Lon­ 
gino Sanchez, revolted and took possession 
of the arsenal. President Bogran at once 
took the field again3t the insurgents, rally­ 
ing the pueblos to his support. 
NO NEWS AT WASHINGTON. 
W ash in g to n , November 11th.—Assist­ 
ant Secretary Wharton of the State Depart 
ment said this morning that the depart 
ment had received no news in regard to 
the revolution reported in Honduras. 
la te e in te llig e n c e . 
L a L ib ertad . November 11th.—During 
the night Bogran and his forces, who were 
surrounded in one of the wards in Teguc- 
igalpo, withdrew from the capital. They 
fought through the lines, and exactly 
where they have taken up their quarters 
has not been ascertained. 
They are being 
pursued by soldiers scut after them by 
General Longinos Sanchez who is now in 
complete possession of the capital, and ap­ 
pears to be master of the sitnation. It is 
understood that Sanchez will at once de­ 
clare a de facto Government, and send 
representatives to Salvador, Costa Rico, 
Nicaragua and possibly to Mexico and the 
United States. 
W HAT POE1 IT MEAN? 
The M ystery Growing D eeper Around the 
Bircliall Case. 
W oodstock, November 11th.—Another 
letter concerning the Benweli murder has 
been received, signed by “J. B. Lithfield,” 
dated Buffalo. In effect it says: “lam a 
member of the conspiracy which dealt 
with monied Englishmen who were 
brought out here to be robbed of their 
wealth.” 
The letter then goes on to say that the 
scheme was in working order before Bir- 
chall’s coming to this country, and four of 
the party were at the swamp when Benweli 
and Bircliall came along on February 7tb. 
They met them and tried to induce Benweli 
to swear to assist them in their business or 
he w«mld be killed. 
“Benweli would not listen,” continues 
theletter, “and we shot him and cut his 
name from his clothing. We then told 
Bitchall to go out of the country, and gave 
him what articles we had taken from Ben- 
well. We told Birchall we had chloro­ 
formed Benweli, and he did not know he 
had been murdered.” 
The writer says: “As sure as Bircball 
dies, not one board shall be left of the 
buildings of the jurymen who sent him 
there. W ehaveJudre McMahon spotted, 
and should we have to wreck a train to 
murder him, we will,and we hereby notify 
him of the death awaiting him, and the 
jurymen also. If Birchall be hang, it will 
make two men executed for our deeds, be­ 
sides one undergoing life imprisonment.” 
Birchall continues to protest his inno­ 
cence. 
b irc h a ll’s execution. 
W oodstock, November 11th.—Birchall 
will be executed at 9 o'clock Friday rnorn- 
ing. 
FATAL COLLISION. 
R ailw ay A ccident and Loss of Life in 
Great Britain. 
London, November 11th.—A collision 
occurred to-day on the Great Western Rail­ 
way at Norton, Fitzwarren Station, near 
Taunton, between a freight and special 
train from Plymouth, conveying passen- 
eers from the steamer Northam Castle just 
arrived at Plymouth from the Cape of 
Good Hope. Ten were killed and eight 
injured. 
The collision occurred at 2 o'clock this 
morning, and was caused by the negligence 
of the signal man. The freight train had 
been switched to the upper line to allow 
the down night mail train to pass, which it 
did safely. The night was rainy and dark, 
and the signai man forgot the freight was 
standing on the up track, and the up-bound 
special train, which consisted of four car­ 
riages containing fifty passengers, rushed 
past the station at the rate of fifty miles an 
hour and dashed into the freight. The first 
ear of the special wa3 demolished. The 
wreck took fire and six passengers were 
burned to death. 
Wreckage was piled to the bight of 
eighty feet. 8ome of the passengers were 
imprisoned in the cars four hours. A 
negro killed was the son of a missionary 
in South Africa. He was on his way to 
America. 
CONSUMPTION CURE. 
How the Prelim inary Inoculation W ork 
H as Been Divided. 
B e rlin , November 11th —The prelimin­ 
ary inoculation work for consamption hns 
been divided as follows: Frofessor Koch 
takes charge of twelve army hospital sheds 
erected in the garden of Chartte Hospital, 
according to the system of Roecker. which 
can be put up within a few hours: Pro­ 
fessor Bergmann takes the surgical cases 
among consumptives in the Zuzelstrasse 
clinic; Dr. Cerpet will receive consumptives 
in the newly-founded Albrechtstrasse 
clinic; Mr. Levy will attend pauper patients 
in the clinic at 46 Prenzlanerstrasse, as far 
as the limited accommodations will per­ 
mit, and Dr. Piuhl will attend the military 
consumptives. 
t h e e m p e r o r is e n t h u s ia s t ic . 
B erlin, November 11th.—A Frankfort 
telegrsm says that the Emperor has made 


a personal gift of $250,000 to Professor 
Koch, and another of the same amount to 
endow a national institute for the produc­ 
tion of the anti-consumption lymphs used 
in Koch’s process. 


TOO LENIENT. 


'AUF9RN1A AND COAST. 


Mild Punishm ent of the W arsaw Mid­ 
wife and Assistants. 
W arsaw , November lltb.—The trial of 
Midwife Skibinska, her married daughter, 
Mme. Marowska, the latter's sister-in-law 
and another woman, besides two men, for 
the murder of two hundred infants, has 
just been concluded. 
It was brought out in evidence tbat the 
bodies of the children were never interred 
singly, but tbat, in order not to excite sus­ 
picion, the conspirators waited until half a 
dozen of the unfortunates had died, when 
they were huddled into one coffin. 
The accused were defended by seven ad­ 
vocates, but all were found guilty. Ski- 
biuska, the chief culprit, was sentenced to 
three years’ imprisonment, while her ac­ 
complices got shorter terms. 
Against this leniency the Public Prosecu­ 
tor has appealed.__ 
Cruel Evictions. 
D ublin, November 11th.—The threat­ 
ened evictions on the Olphert estate began 
this morning. A large number of heavily- 
ariued police were on the ground. Sixteen 
families, comprising one hundred people, 
were ejected from their homes. A number 
of English visitors witnessed the evictions, 
and afterwards held an indignation meet 
ing, denouncing the action of the owners of 
the estate. 
London, November 11th.—A dispatch to 
’.he Times about the evictions says tbat in 
the houses where eviction was expected no 
potatoes were found, but in one hoiue 
where eviction was not looked for two tons 
of excellent potatoes were discovered. 
German Schools. 
B e rlin , November 11th.—The Xational 
Zeiitmg says: The Emperor will shortly 
issue an edict directing that teachers in na­ 
tional schools must be familiar with the 
principles of political economy, to enable 
them to demonstrate the error of Socialistic 
teaching. In religion less attention shall 
be paid to mnemonic exercises and more 
to comprehension of the ethical side of re­ 
ligion. In the higher schools modern his­ 
tory, especially of Prussia, must be taught, 
and the benefits which Prussian Kings 
have always conferred on the workingmen 
must be included. The edict was drafted 
before Bismarck resigned. 
Irish Question. 
London, November 11th.—The leading 
Conservative newspapers comment on the 
withdrawal of the appeal for funds by the 
American committee of the Irish famine 
as a confession that no famine exists. aEd 
that there is no real fear of any want that 
cannot be met by the local and imperial 
authorities. They say the Parnellites over­ 
reached themselves in creating tbe appre­ 
hension of famine, and are now compelled 
to acknowledge that they have been duping 
the public at home and abroad. 
Booth’ll Schem e. 
London, November 11th.—Bancroft, a re­ 
tired actor and theatrical manager, has of­ 
fered to donate £1,000 if ninety-nine others 
will each subscribe a like sum, for the pur- 
fiose of providing General Booth, the 
eader of the Salvation Army, with the 
money necessary to make a trial of his 
scheme for the improvement of the condi­ 
tion of the lower classes, as set forth in "In 
Darkest England.” 
Bloody End of a M eeting. 
Rome. November 11th. — A Socialist 
meeting held near Ravenna to-day culmi­ 
nated in fight in which revolvers and 
knives were freely used. One man was 
killed and a number injured. The Vatican 
authorities have given notice that servants 
of the church who vote in the coming elec­ 
tions will be depiived ot their emoluments. 
D efying tlie Portuguese. 
Cape Town. November 11th.—Major 
Johnston and Dr. Jameson, the discoverers 
of a short route between Mashonanland 
and the sea by way of the Pungive river, 
arrived. They report the Manica couutry 
being rapidly occupied by mining pros 
pectors and farmers, who are ready to set 
at defiance the Portuguese claims to the 
territory.' A Boulangist Sat Upon. 
P a ris, November 11th.—Chiche, a Bou- 
laDgist. in the Deputies to day made an 
effort to have the secret service vote sup­ 
pressed on the ground that it was used to 
corrupt electors. Constans, Minister of 
the Interior, refuted the assertion, and the 
vote passed by 310 to 120. 
Em peror W illiam ’s Suggestion. 
B e rlin , November 11th.—Emperor 'Will­ 
iam to-day opened the debate at the ses­ 
sion of the Prussian Council of Agricult­ 
ure. He advocated the need of enforcing 
increased protection for the lives and 
health of laborers by the employment of 
agricultural machines. 
Castioni at Liberty. 
London, November 11th.—At the con­ 
clusion of the hearing on appeal of Castioni, 
the Swiss radical who killed Councilor 
Rossi during the recent revolt at BilliDzona 
Switzerland, the Court granted a writ of 
habeas corpus and Castioni was discharged 
from custody to-night. 
Secession of M arine Officers. 
M elb o u rn e,November 11th.—The Trades 
Council announces that the secession of 
the marine officers leaves nothing to fight 
for. Ship-owners have opened a free labor 
bureau. 
Grand Duke Nicholas' Insanity. 
St. P etersburg, November 11th.—Grand 
Duke Nicholas is about to be transferred 
from Yalta to his residence here. His 
doctors declare that he is incurably insane. 
Terrible D isaster. 
V ienn a, November 11th.—A ferry-boat 
capsizsd near Besztsilz to-day, and fifty- 
five peasants were drowned. It was over­ 
loaded with men and wagons and horses. 
Brazilian Gold. 
London, November 11th.—The National 
Bank of Brazil has shipped £600,000 in 
gold to its London branch. The gold is 
due in London early in December.

London, November 11th.—Lord Chief 
Justice Coleridge has recovered and will re­ 
sume duties.

RUNNING IT THEMSELVES. 
The St. Paul Line W ill Own Tbetr Own 
Sleeping cars. 
C h ic a g o , November 11th. — Presiden 
Miller, of the St. Paul road, issued au order 
that at 12 o'clock (last nigh:) all Pullman 
cars on the line should be taken possession 
of by the proper St. Paul officials and em­ 
ployes. This remarkable coup hni been 
carefully considered, and President Miller 
said yesterday: “At 12:05 o’clock to night 
we will be in fall control of the Pullman 
cars on our lines. At 12 o’clock our eight- 
years’ contract expires.” 
It was also 
learned that the St. Paul, under the terms 
of the contract, ownrd three-quarters of all 
its sleeping-cars, Pullman owning the other 
quarter. A story has been widely circu­ 
lated that J. Pierrepont Morgan, a large 
holder of St. Paul and Wagner sleeping-car 
securities, had engineered the deal with a 
view of supplanting the Pullman cars with 
Wagners. This story is denied by St. Paul 
officials. They declare that they are tired 
of seeing a sleeping-car company take the 
cream of the business, and that the St. 
Paul proposes to keep such earnings in the 
future. 
Assistant General Passenger Agent Miller 
will have complete charge of the new 
sleeping-car department. The magnitude 
of tfie movement may bo seen from the 
fact that 150 sleeping-ca's are involved, 
averaging daily earnings of $60 each. The 
point of most interest to railroad men 
ssems, however, to be whether the action of 
the St. Paul will be taken as a precedent by 
other lines.

The time may come when the 
people will appropriate money toaidprop- 
erty-owners to improve alleys, but they 
certainly did not do so at the special bond 
election. 
The purpose of that election 
was to ascertain the will of the people con­ 
cerning, and their authority for, the issu­ 
ance of $100,000 of municipal bonds for 
one-fourth payment for the improvement of 
streets, and it was clearly understood that 
at least two streets should be paved to 
Thirty-first street this year, and as many 
others built up as possible. 
Had the 
question of including alleys been embraced 
in the proposition submitted, it certainly 
would have been rejected by the people. 
If the contention of alley claimants 
should prevail, the spirit and letter of Or" 
dinance 2-58 will be violated, and the 
money raised under that law will be so di­ 
vided and scattered that none of the pur­ 
poses for which street improvement was 
advocated will be accomplished in fullness. 


G o v e r n o r W a t e r m a n has pardoned 
Nelson, the man who was convicted of 
robbery near this city, on circumstantial 
evidence only, and who has served over a 
year in State Prison, though innocent. 
It 
has developed beyond all doubt that N el­ 
son is innocent of the crime laid at his 
door, and the Governor has therefore 
promptly set him at liberty. 
Rut th?re is 
no way by which Nelson can obliterate the 
record and judgment of infamy in the 
archives of the Superior Court of this 
county. 
There should he some provision

OFFICIAL RETURNS. 
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POWER OF LOCAL POLICE REGULATION. 


A man named Christiansen maintained 
a saloon in San Francisco which the police 
authorities held to be a nuisance. 
They 
so reported to the license officials, who 
thereupon declined to renew Christian- 
Ben’s license when he applied. 
He was 
then compelled, under an ordinance of the 
citv providing how licenses should be ap­ 
plied for, to present a petition indorsing 
his application signed by not less than 


twelve pri>i>eriy-owners in the block in 
which the saloon was located. 
But it happened that all the property in 
the block is owned by eleven persons, and 
that Christiansen could not procure, there­ 
fore, the indorsement of twelve, though 
evidently if he got all, the inteDt of the 
law was fulfilled. 
He therefore defied the 
authorities and was arrested for selling 
liquor without a license. 
His defense was 
that the ordinance required an impossi­ 
bility of him. and that it conferred upon 
the police and propertv-owners an arbi­ 
trary power dangerous to the liberty of 
the citizen. 
In the State Courts C'hris- 
tian-en did not succeed, they holding that 
if the eleven owners signed the petition it 
would comply with the law and insure the 
license to the applicant, if he was worthy 
to receive it. 
Christiansen accordingly 
was remanded to custody, and came before 
the United States Circuit Court at San 
Francisco, Judge Sawyer presiding, on a 
writ of habeas corpus, and the Court dis­ 
charged the prisoner on the ground that 
the ordinance was discriminating, unequal 
in its operation, because it left the ques­ 
tion of the issuing of licenses to the arbi­ 
trary and unregulated will of the police 
and property-owners, who could not be 
punished for arbitrary discrimination or 
held to account for dangerous use of the 
power conferred. 
Now comes the decision of the Supreme 
Court of the United States reversing the 
United States Circuit Court, and holding 
that it is within the sovereign power of 
the people, through their legislative me­ 
diums, to confer upon a board or body of 
officers the power to grant or refuse li­ 
censes on certain conditions, and that no 
rights of the defendant were infringed by 
such exercise of authority in local police 
regulation.

precisely 
the 
decision the 


R e c o r d -U n io n 
anticipated 
would 
be 
made. 
It comports with the celebrated 
decision of the late Judge Sanderson, of 
the Supreme Court of this State, in ex 
parte Annie Smith, where he held for the 
fullest exercise of the jiolice powers of mu­ 
nicipal government and the bringing of 
government as close to the people as pos­ 
sible. 
On the 16th of September the 


R e c o r d -U n io n , commenting upon the de­ 
cision of the United States Circuit Court 
in the Christiansen case, expressed the be­ 
lief that the Court was in error. 
What 
we then said, taking issue with the Court, 
may be quoted now as a correct view of 
the law : 
‘‘The belief lias obtained these 
many years that a municipality authorized 
to issue licenses may attach conditions to 
the grants calculated to reasonably regu 
late the number of the places of business 
and their frequency within certain areas, 
as well as to attach other conditions, such 
as indorsement by petition, the filing of a 
bond, etc. 
Certainly Philadelphia has 
proceeded in her license reforms upon that 
basis, and the New York excise law has 
been enforced for twenty-five years under 
a similar system. 
■‘The objection the learned Judge takes 
to the ordinance requiring a given number 
pf signatures toa petition a? a Condition 


precedent to the granting of a license, is 
that it confers upon a single individual— 
as, the last person required upon the peti­ 
tion—an arbitrary jiower which is incon­ 
sistent with constitutional liberty. 
* * * 
It is. then, a question whether requiring 
a petition by a given number of property- 
owners is a delegation of municipal author­ 
ity. 
W e are compelled to think that it is 
not, but that it is a regulating means to 
inform the municipal mind as to the ad­ 
visability of issuing the license ; that it is 
not a delegation of power, but a method of 
ascertaining the wishes of the jieople most 
intimately and immediately to be affected 
by the location of the business in their 
midst.” ___________^ ___________ 


A GOOD VETO 


City Auditor McKee is unquestionably 
right in his veto of the claim presented 
against the street improvement fund for 
the paving of the alley between Fifth and 
and Sixth, and J and K streets. 
The people voted for issuance of the 
bonds to create a street improvement fund, 
upon a distinct and unambiguous proposi­ 
tion submitted to them by the Board of 
Trustees. 
That was to borrow $100,000 to 
pay one-fourth of the cost of improving 
streets. 
The proclamation reads that the 
fuud shall be used for the improvement of 
streets and for no other purpose. 
By no 
possible torturing of language can an alley 
be described as a street.

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HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


MONTHLY EEYIEW OF THE SANITARY 
CONDITION OF THE STATE. 


T he C hangeable W e a th e r o f A utum n N ot 
Conducive to H e alth —T he C hief 
C auses o f D eath . 


M ortality reporta received from eighty 
different localities throughout the State, 
w ith an estimated population of 754 639, 
give the num ber of decedents as 1,016, be­ 
ing a m onthly percentage of 1 34-j- per 
1.000, or an annual mortality of 16 08 per 
1.000, which is an increase over that of the 
previous m onth. Consumption is credited 
w ith 150 deaths, which is an increase of 20 
Over the death rate in September. Pneu­ 
m onia causcl 56 deaths, which is also an 
increase over last report. Bronchitis was 
fatal in 20 instances. Congestion of the 
lungs caused 7 deaths. W hooping cough 
caused 4 deaths. 
Diphtheria is credited with 39 deaths, 
which is a large increase over ihe mortality 
cansed by this disease last m onth. Twenty 
of these deaths occurred in San Francisco, 
where the disease is quite prevalent, 4 in 
Los Angeles, 3 in Alameda, 3 in Sacra­ 
mento, 2 in Sausalito. and 1 each in San 
Jose, Visalia, Grass Valley. Fre3no, Chico, 
Napa and Newcastle. 
Croup caused 18 deaths, which is a large 
increase over the deaths from it last month. 
J'hirteen died in Ssn Francisco, 2 in Santa 
ÁZ1*- 
1 each in StocktOD, San Jcse and 
Sacramento.

Prevailing Diseases.—Reports received 
from 86 localities in different parts of the 
State indicate „n Increase of sickness in 
them , especially in those diseases 
M eeting the respiratoiy system. 
This 
Ynight have been expected, as these diseases 
are greatly influenced by the mean tem per­ 
ature. They increase iii prevalence as the 
tem perature falls, and diminish as it rises. 
D uring the month of October the tempera­ 
ture was generally higher than norm al dur­ 
ing the earlier part of the month, but later 
there was a rapid fall, in some places so 
m arked as to produce frost. This change 
seemed at once to determine an increase of 
pneumonia, bronchitis, and a condition of 
pulm onary affection approximating very 
closely to' “la grippe,” without inducing 
the severe debilitating effect coincident 
w ith that disease. It was also observed 
that the change in temperature bad given a 
tem porary prevalence to bowel disorders in 
those persons whose excretory functions 
were particularly active and easily influ­ 
enced by variations in temperature. 
Cholera infantum , which, at this season 
of the year, usually diminishes in fre­ 
quency, was noticed as prevailing in many 
places. 
Sporadic cases of scarlet fever were ob­ 
served in Sacramento, San Francisco, Oak­ 
land, Holl ster, Pacific Grove a- 
Truckee. 
W hooping cough was repor i in a few 
places. 
The reports of typhoid fever are increas­ 
ing, the continued" dryness of the weather 
being very favorable for its development. 
Rem ittent and interm ittent fever are not 
prevailing to aDy extent. Some few cases 
were observed. 
Pneum onia was quite prevalent during 
the latter part of the month. I: was s > re­ 
ported in San Francisco, Oakland, Ala­ 
meda, Sacramento, Hanford, E! Monte, 
Cottonwood, 
Lakeport, 
San 
Jose, St. 
Helena, Anderson, Gonzales, Fresno, Los 
Angeles and Santa Barbara. 
Influenza was mentioned in nearly all 
our reports as having been observed dur­ 
ing the latter part of the month, some of 
onr correspondents being of the opinion 
that it was a prelude to the grippe of iast 
winter. 
CONCERNING DIPHTHERIA. 
D iphtheria and croup have been quite 
prevalent during the month, assuming a 
malignity in many cases' that has been 
quite uuusual hitherto. In view of this 
prevalence, the State Board of H ealth has 
deemed it advisable to publish, for gratu­ 
itous distribution, a small pam phlet on the 
disease, its restriction 
and 
prevention, 
which can be had on application to the 
Secretary, in Sacramento. The conditions 
being favorable for the development of the 
disease, the local health authorities should 
look more strictly to the public saftty than 
they apparently do in the presence of these 
cases of diphtheria. They have the power 
of requiring from those persons attacked, 
that in renard to residence and otherwise 
they shall so conduct themselves as not un- 
neceesarily to multiply the chances of ex­ 
tending the affection to otfiers. 
Public funerals should be strictly forbid­ 
den, and the transportation by rail of those 
dead from diphtheria should not be al­ 
lowed, except under the most stringent 
provisions and competent inspection. Each 
case of such disease is a public danger, 
against which the public is entitled to be 
warned by proper information. Anv per­ 
son knowingly having this disease under 
his care or control, who voluntarily ne­ 
glects to take all the necessary precautions 
to prevent its spiead, should not only be 
punishable by penahv, as for an act of 
nuisance, but shouW be liable to nay pe­ 
cuniary damages for whatever harm he 
may occasion to others. 
At this time it would be well for parents 
to keep a watchful eye upon the animals 
with which their children play, as it is a 
well ascertained fact that dogs and cats are 
very frequent carriers of infection into a 
household. 
An instance occurred in this 
city where a pet cat contracted diphtheria 
from a sick child and conveyed it to a 
neighbor's child who nnfortuuately played 
w ith it just after it had left the infected 
borne. Cats having diphther.a generally 
display it by a yellowish discharge through 
the nose, a gummy secretion about the 
eyes, a hoarse voice, and a detire fjr quiet 
and seclusion. Dogs are not nearly so sub 
ject to diphtheria as cats, but are liable to 
carry the infection on their hair. 
A curious fact recently discovered by Dr. 
Klein, and confirmed by the health offi­ 
ce™ in London, is that cats suffering fiom 
diphtheria manifest the desire more fre­ 
quently in inflammatory deposit in the 
lungs than elsewhere, and while in this 
condition they were capable of communi 
eating the disease to children as when it 
manifested itself in the throat and nose 
In Sail Francisco the disease is reported as 
almost epidemic, and ascribed to em ana­ 
tions proceeding from filthy sewers. It is 
also prevalent in Sacramento, in the vi­ 
cinity of the drainage canal; was reported 
in Visalia, Napa, Sausalito. H upland, Lodi 
Eureka. Truckee, San Jose, St. Helena, 
Los Angeles, Downie, Fresno, Newcastle, 
Grate Valley, Chico and Alameda. The 
extension of this disease to so many parts 
of the State may, perhaps, be attributed to 
some 
condition 
in the atmosphere of 
which we are ignorant, but we do know 
that wherever the germ is deposited, it is 
nurtured in filth and developed where 
sanitation is deficient. 


streets, teeming with myraids of anim al 
organisms, is responsible for more casts of 
diphtheria among children than aDy other 
cause. 
At about sundown, for weeks past, one 
could not see objects on the outside streets 
a distance of two blocks away owing to the 
dense cloud of dust that has hung over the 
ground and blown into every door and 
window. A few streets are sprinkled in 
order to please merchants, which is right 
enongh, while poor people outside get no 
relief, but have to pay their taxes and 
straggle along against disease and discom­ 
fort as best they can.

They all showed 
up later on and affixed their signatures to 
the taftv-list. 
Matters went along smoothly until Pre­ 
cinct 2 of the Second District was encoun­ 
tered. It was then balf-past 4 o’clock in 
the afternooD, and the canvassers con­ 
cluded that another precinct c mid be 
completed by 5 o’clock.

TORNADOES NOT DANGEROUS. 


'G en eral G reely E x h o rts th e P u b lic Not 
to be Scared. 
W ashington, N ovem ber 11th.—T he a n ­ 
nual rep o it of th e C hief Signal Officer, G en­ 
era! Greely, says there has been a decided 
im provem ent in th e condition and officer­ 
ing of the arm y as regards th e Signal Serv­ 
ice practice. 
T he m ost im p o rtan t event in connection 
w ith th e w ork of the Signal Corps has been 
th e unprecedentedly successful establish­ 
m en t and m aintenance of an elaborate sys­ 
tem of heliograph signaling in the D epart­ 
m en t of A rizona, longer distances being 
attained th an ever before. 
R eferring to th e w eather branch of the 
service, G eneral G reely says: T he duties 
devolving personally on th s Forecast Offi­ 
cer perm its less th an one-quarter of a m in­ 
u te on an average in w hich to decide, 
form ulate and express a forecast for a State 
o r district regarding any m eteorological 
elem ent, such as the w eather, tem perature 
an d w ind. 
R arely can a m in u te be given 
for predictions for any particular State or 
district. 
N otw ithstanding all difficulties, 
th ere w ere only fourteen occasions last 
year on w hich th e severe cold waves were 
n o t predicted, 93 per cent, of all th e im por­ 
ta n t cold waves being predicted. 
Speaking of tornadoes, G eneral Greely 
says : It appears from data on hand th a t in 
n o State m ay a destructive tornado be ex­ 
pected oftener, on an average, th s n once in 
tw o years, and th at the area over w hich 
total destruction can be expected is exceed­ 
ingly sm all, even in States m ost liable to 
these violent storm s. 
G eneral Greely be­ 
lieves this is a m atter of great pubiic im ­ 
portance, and desires to im press upon the 
people a t large how sm all are the chances 
of personal injury or loss of property in 
th is connection. 
In conclusion he says th at tornadoes are 
n o t so destructive oí life as thunder-storm s. 


GUESSING CONTESTS. 


T hey a re H eld N ot to be in V iolation of 
th e New Taw. 
W ashington, 
N ovem ber 1 1 th — In re­ 
sponse to inquiries by Postm aster-G eneral 
W aD am aker, as to w hether advertisem ents 
in new spapers of a "guessing contest,” in 
its various phases, is in violation of the 
R evised Statutes, as am ended bv the an ti­ 
lottery A ct of Septem ber 19,1890, A ttorney- 
G eneral M iller has subm itted an opinion 
in w hich he holds in the negative. 
T he A ttorney-G eneral says in the course 
o f th e lengthy opinion : “ If th e offers were 
n o t m ade in good faith it w ould be a 
schem e for obtaining m oney under false 
pretenses. 
Being m ade in good faith, the 
gifts are doubtless oflered w ith the purpose 
of increasing directly as well as indirectly 
th e sale of those new spapers, and render­ 
in g th eir business of increased value to 
those w ho offer the prizes. 
‘‘It is clear that the statute is directed 
Bgainst only such enterprises as are de­ 
pendent upon lot or chance. 
It will hardly 
be contended th at the enterprise under 
consideration was dependent upon chance 
w ith in the m eaning of the statutes. 
It 
seem s to m e th at this question m ust be 
answ ered in the negative. 
In conclusion 
it m ay not be im proper to say th at this law 
w as fram ed w ith a view to the suppression 
of certain w ell-know n and wide-spread 
agencies for evil, and it is certainly not 
w ise to em barrass 
its execution by a 
strained 
or 
u n n a tu ral 
construction in 
reaching after practices not th ought of as 
m otives for its enactm ent.” 


E F F E C T AT T H E A NTIPO D ES. 


T h e Sliver B ill H as C aused th e M etat to 
A dvance, 
W ashington, N ovem ber 11th.—In his 
report to the State D epartm ent on A us­ 
tralian silver. Consul Griffin at Sydney 
says th e advance in the price of silver 
since th e passage of the silver bill by the 
U nited States Congress has already m ade a 
difference in the annual value of th at p ro ­ 
duct in New South W ales alone of m ore 
th an $1.916,600. 
Griffin says in three days the price ad­ 
vanced from 85 to 91 cents per ounce, and 
is dow quoted at $1 10 per ounce. 
T his 
advance, he eays, is likely to have m arked 
influence upon the trade relations between 
th e A ustralian and Eastern countries, and 
m ay result in the establishm ent of a direct 
exchange 
betw een 
these 
colonies 
and 
C hina and Japan. 
T he M inister for M ines of V ictoria re ­ 
ports th a f none of the V ictorian silver 
lodes yet discovered are regarded as of su f­ 
ficient value to justify the investm ent of a 
large am ount of capital in their develop­ 
m en t. 
Tfle m ines in S tanaud district, he 
says, have very bright prospects, but even 
these have not led to the opening of a p ay ­ 
ing lode, 


W ant th e A m erican Gog. 
W ashington, N ovem ber 11th.—T he Sec­ 
retary of A griculture is in receipt of a com ­ 
m unication from M inister Carr at Copen­ 
hagen, in w hich Carr states th at a petition 
w as recently presented to the D anish Gov­

Carr 
savs the opinion is generally entertained in 
D enm ark th at in the n ear future A m erican 
p o rk will be adm itted to all countries of 
E urope.

Traders m ade its settlem ents w ith the 
C learing-house all right, and th e other two 
banks received assistance from other banks 
in the association and pulled through all 
right. 
A t the B ank of N orth A m erica it was 
stated th at the trouble was directly due to 
the accouut of Decker, H ow ell & Co., and 
now th at account w ith th a t bank was in a 
stronger position than ever. 
T he m ost im portant factor in the devel­ 
opm ents was the scarcity of m oney. 
R ight 
up to the close it was in urgent dem and 
and } per cent, and legal interest was 
charged, equal to 189 per cent, per annum . 
T his fact and th e troubles of the banks 
caused a special m eeting of the Clearing 
H ouse Association, and after a long session 
it was decided taap p o in t a com m ittee, con­ 
sisting of the President, w ith au th o rity to 
issue clearing bouse loan certificates in 
order to enable banks to settle th e balances 
betw een them selves. 
T his action is ex­ 
pected to restore com plete confidence. 
T he failures reported are num erous. The 
first announcem ent to-day was th at of 
C harles M .

T heir assignm ent is to George W . Q uintará, 
w ith no preferences. 
W hitney & Co. have been heavy losers 
in several stocks, of w hich they carried a 
large line, and som e of w hich for a m ontli 
past have been alm ost unsaleable. 
It is 
not know n yet w hether the aggregate lia­ 
bilities will be sufficient to cripple any 
other traders. 
T he assignm ent is reported of John T. 
W alker, Son it Co., im porters, etc. 
Tbev 
are rated by R. G. D un & Co. at over $300,­ 
000. 
T he firm was composed cf Jo h n T. 
W alker, Jo h n W . Coombs and Joseph 
W alker. 
W illiam T. R yle was m ade as­ 
signee. 
T he canse of the failure of W alker & Son 
was the inability of N ightingale Bros. & 
K night of Paterson, N. J „ silk m anufact­ 
urers, to liquidate their liability to the firm. 
According to Assignee Rytes, th e Paterson 
firm owes the estate of Jo h n T. W alker & 
Son, $140,000, of w hich $100,000 is overdue. 
T he active capital of W alker it Son for the 
past two yeats has been $300,000, so they 
weie unable to w ithstand the loss. 
T he firm has been carrying a heavy load 
for the past four years, and w henever the 
Paterson firm was unable to m eet its obli­ 
gations it was taken care of. 
O w ing to the 
tight m oney m arket and a suspicion as to 
the silk firm 's paper, caused bv several re­ 
cent failures, the firm was unable to get the 
usual accom m odations and suspended pay­ 
m ent. 
T he liabilities are $1,100,000. 
The 
nom inal assets are $1,300,000, composed of 
$500,000 in 
m erchandise, and 
$800,000 
w orth of accounts and bills receivable, of 
which over $400,000 are due from N ight­ 
ingale Bros. & K night. 
A n attachm ent was issued th is afternoon 
against N ightingale Bros. & K night, silk 
m anufacturers of Paterson, N. Y., for $63,­ 
069 favor of W alker, Son & Co., assignees 
of the W alker firm. It is said th e attached 
firm owes them $410,000. 
The failure of Decker, H ow ell & Co. is 
also announced on the Stock Exchange. 
Decker. H ow ell & Co. m ade an assignm ent 
to W illiam Nelson Crowell. 
T he firm is 
one of the largest on the exchange, and is 
considered very w ealthy. It has been iden­ 
tified for years w ith the m ovem ent of Vil- 
lard stocks, and was generally considered 
V illard’s special brokers. 
T he failure dis­ 
persed the cloud th at had been hanging 
over the m arket, and after it was an ­ 
nounced a rally of 1 to 2 per cent, occurred. 
Assignee Cromwell said this afternoon : 
"The liabilities are about $10,000,COO, and 
the asset3 at present market prices largely 
exceed that sum . The liabilities are due 
almost entirely to banks and bankers on 
loans made in the course of business and 
are well secured. 
The cause of the suspen­ 
sion was the inability to borrow the neces­ 
sary amount of cash required in tbe day’s 
business. 
The firms’ transactions were 
very large, it being necessary to borrow 
several m illions daily. 
The firm had an abundant of collateral 
to-day and it was not for the lack of secur­ 
ity, but the inability to make it available 
that caused tbe crash. 
It was sim ply a 
matter of absolute inability to get money 
on the best Eecuritie3, owing to extraor­ 
dinary m oney stringency now prevailing. 
As securities are their special line there 
m ay be a disposition on the part of the 
creditors to sacrifice them on the market, 
but such a course would be suicidal, 
It 
the creditors have good judgm ent to hold 
securities they w ill be am ply protected, 
The firm o f Decker, H ow ell & Co. was 
one of the m ost prom inent on the Stock 
Exchange. 
It was identified no t only w ith 
the V illard stocks but w ith th e Standard 
Oil interests as well, and also carried ac­ 
counts of som e of the largest stock ope­ 
rators in Chicago. 
After their failure was 
announced, large sales for th eir account 
were m ade, under the rule, in the Edison 
General Electric stock, forcing it down 24} 
points. 
A large am ount of Great N orth­ 
ern preferred, N orthern Pacific com m on 
and preferred, N orth A m erican, M anitoba, 
W isconsin Central and M issouri Pacific was 
also sold, causing depression 
in those 
stocks. 
P h ila d e lp h ia . November 11th. — The 
stock brockerage firm of Narrifc Friend has 
suspended. They say their embarrassment 
was cansed by the continued drains pro­ 
duced by the active market of the past ten 
days. 
The firm hopes the suspension will 
only be temporary. 
They are are unable yet to m ake a state­ 
m ent of the assets and liabilities, but it is 
tbougfit they are heavy. 
T he firm has 
been long of the m arket lately, especially 
on N orthern Pacific stocks. 
W hen these 
stocks broke badly to-day on account of 
th e failure of Decker. How ell it Co. in New 
Y ork, N arr A Friend called upon a num ­ 
ber of custom ers for m argins, but they 
failed to respond, and tbe firm could not 
carry out their contracts. 
T h is evening it 
is said that $25,000 will cover their differ­ 
ences. 
W ashington, N ovem ber 11th.—-Secretary 
W indom said this evening th at his latest 
inform ation from W all street was th at the 
situation was im proving, w ith indications 
th at the worst was over. 
H e declined to
